In the instant 
case, the combination (I) as claimed generating database system does not require the method of 
launching a web browser process as claimed in subcombination (II). Subcombination (II) the 
method of launching, indexing and deleting data files as claimed has separate utility by itself or 
in other combination does not require the particular combination as claimed in combination (I) of 
generating a database for patentability. Therefore, the inventions are distinct; however, they 
could be usable together.
